A West PhOly man says a scammer stole his 
family's house. Legsd loopholes have stopped 
them from getting it back. By Isaiah Thompson 

G erald Sterrett is a man guided by h deep faith — a faith 
which, be sayo, he sorely mUpluced in Dwayne Stewait. 
Sterrett, known around the neighborhood as “Mr. Gerry," 
describes himself as an evangelical Christian, and is the founder 
and director ofThe Second Mile Center, a nonprofit and thrift 
store in West Philadelphia (imrela ted to the nonprofit foimded by 
accused chitH molester Jerry Sandusky) whose purpose is to give 
meaningful emjdoyment and spiritual development to the barely 
employable: ea-cons, pec^le with histories of drug use, alcohol 
abuse and “every crime that's ever been committed," as he puts it. 
Theideaistogive desperatepeople a second chance at life. 

And that's what he says be thoughthe was doing when he began 
a friendship with Stewart, u well-dressed Afiican-Amerkan 
man, who responded to an adSterrett'sdaughterhad traced on 
Craigahst to rent her house, located just few blocks away on (he 
4900 block of Chestnut Street. 

When Sterrett first met Stewart at the house, Sterrett recalls, 
“He portrayed himselfasoteofus. He started talking diurcfa talk, 
Bible talk ... a (actureofhimselfthat I really bought into." 

Stewart confided in Sterrettobouthis troubled post (although be 
would learn only later that Stewart was a convicted sex offender). 


flTiH Sterrett saw Stewart as a man trying to diange his life for 
the better — like the people who work at his thrift store. Sterrett 
agreed to help Stewart try to negotiate a lease-to-own arrange- 
ment with his daughter and her husband, Heidi and Dave Conner, 
who hod moved to Chicago and had been trying hard to sell their 
old house before resorting to renting. 

One day, while Stewart and the Conners were still negotiating 
af>ossU}lelcase arrangement, Stewart asked Sterrett to borrow 
the keys — just, as Sterrett tells it, to show his future home to his 
mother. But — according to Sterrett and his family — Dwayne 
Stewart instead simply moved himself in at lightning speed, 
changed the locks and 
installed security cameras 
around the perimeter. 

Now, almost a year later 
they, still can’t get him out. 

Stewart did re^mnd by 
phone In a letter left by City 
I^per an the front door of the Chestnut Street house, but asked 
that ! not quote him until we had a chance to meet. He said, in 
essence, that Sterrett 's and the Conners' story was untrue, and 
that he would prove that with documentation when we met, After 
several more phone colls, however, Stewart dtelined to meet with 
orspcak toCP, ortopravide any of the documentation he had 
alluded to. Instead, in our last convereation, he threatened to sue 
Ci^Popcrfordefamationofcharacter. and did not return subse- 
quent requests to talk.

The feeding of homeless people was a point of prkJe in the 
early days of Occupy Phil^. The symbolism seemed in keeping 
with the movement’s sense ofideaHsm and rage at a broken social 
system: Here was aiag-tag bunch of protesters seemingly with 
more to offer these homeless individuals than the city itself could. 

Slowly, though, homelessness came to dominate Dilwurth Plaza.

F^ple sounded burned out — almost all of the long-term Occupy 
participants interviewed by Gty Riper acknowledged homelessness 
raised serious problems with the occupation: fights, drugs, mental 
health issues, sanitation and the sheer volume of need. 

But then, as things reached a low ebb, what should revive the 
movement's momenturi but ... theplight of the homeless!

fsanodd timeofyearforflowere to lie blooming across die 
vacant lots and dusty construction sites of Notthem Liberties, 
each vivid blossom 2 or 3 feet wide. But the fiiO chill doesn't deter 
• Erika Matyok, who hauls out her paint buckets many weekends to

I OveTthepastf<7iiryears,Matyok’s handiwork bus became part of

I fiti writers and street artists of all types. But unlike most artists 
'« workingunsanctioned in thepublic ^here.Ma^okenjoys strfHig 
u supportfromnei^dsors — who request murals, donate supplies and 
recently evoi honored herwith a commimi^ service award. 

Matt Ruben, president ofthe Northern Liberties Neighbors 
AssoaationfNLNA), says the symbiosis took him by surprise. 

‘At first. I thought people were paying her to paint their fences,’ 
he says.Then, I found outthetdiewasdoingitfor fiee.AndthenI 
found out (ha t sometimes they weren't even asking her — she was 
just doing it.’ 

Matyok. a former Northern Libertiesresidentwho recently moved 
to Delaware County to be closer to her job teaching art at St. Phis X 
School in BroomalL says her motivation is si mpie:*My intention is 
just to make itiookat little nicer, a little brighter.” 

Her methods are simple, too: Just go out and paint. 

‘Philadelphia is really accepting of public art in a lot ofdifferoit

While she usually works alcme, she sees 
eadi project as acoEaboratian with the 
conmiunity, and has expanded hermurals 
to neighboring properties at the owners’ 
request. Slowly, she hopes, anew neighbor- 
hood aesthetic is taking hold. 

On Fourth Street, while she was painting 
the side of a builcEng owned by a local wood- 
worker, he tacked his own cutout plywood 
flower form to an old signpost neathy. 

"Forhim to be inspired to add onto it was 
cool,” she says That seems to happen a lot 
m do (a painting], and then a building next 
door wifl do something to coordinate. It does 
kind of spread.”

Stewart has effectively taken over their house. 

And they don't know how to get rid of him: The 
family tried to shut off the gas, butStewert called 
the utility company and got it put buck on. They've 
sent him notice to leave.They’ve talked to lawyers, 
and the options range from bad to awful: Because 
they assort he's not an actual tenant , they can’t 
take him to landlord/tenant court. Because he 
hasn't chon^d the deed to his ruune — as is common 
in some house theft cases — they can’t file to ‘quiet 
title, "the motion used by victims of deed theft. And 
because they live in another d^, because they’re 
underwateroD the mortgage, and because they 
simpfy don’t have the means to pay the thousands 
in attorney fees they’ve been told it would take, 
they’ve been advised ‘basical^just [to] walk away; 
let him have it. Itb not worth it,’ says Heidi Cotmer, 

At one point, Sterrett's son Mike went to the 
house to get Stewart to leave. According to Sterrett 
andother&mily members, Stewart pulled up in 
hiscar, punched Mike, threatened to get his gun, 
and pursued Mikeby car in a hi^ .speed chose 
that ended in front of a police (ruiaer.Mike Sterrett 
filed an assault complaint with the police, but. says 
Gerald. "They said there are no witnesses." 

When I asked Sterrett ifhe’d told his employees 
at The Second Mile — many ofwhom ara, after ail, 
former criminals — Sterrett laughed. Tve had gobs 
of offers’ tn have Stewart removed by extra-legal 
means.hesaid.'Iliey said, ‘Leave it to us, we’ll have 
him out.’ Ofeourse, we WDuld’re all been in prison.’ 

Eventualht Sterrett went to the last refuge of 
those seeking justice: the Philadelphia District 
Attorney, whose Economic Crimes Unit is charged 
with prosecutmg white-collar crime, consumer 
fraud and other scams — including various kinds 
of house theft, which, as we reported last year 
(Cover Story, “Grand Theft Ro>^ome,"Oct. 7, 
2010), runs rampant in Philadelphia, 

But after several visite totlie District Attorney 
and after doing what they asked — sending a cer- 
tified notice toleave, obtaining legal authority to 
represent his daughter and son-in-law in matters 
relating to the house — Sterrett was informed in 
a letter from Assistant District Attorney Michelle 
ComJa-Wolfe that his case ‘lacks prosecutorial 
merit," and was bmng rejected for reasons of 
“judiaal economy,’ “prosecutorial discretion’ and 
because a “civil remedy" existed. In other words, 
Sterrett and the Conners would have to pursue 
the caseonthsTDwn. in civil muit^. 

Regarding Sterrett’s case. District Attorney’s 
office spokesperson ’lb shaJamerson wrote in an 
email that this was not a atuatkm of a squatter but 
rather “a real estate deal that didn't work out’ She 
noted that Sterrett should send Stewarta 10-day 
notice to vacate, at which point the DA “will consider 
appmving a private criminal com plaint for frespass.’ 
Sterrett has already done that, of course, to no avail. 

To be fair, the case of Sterrett and the Conners 
isn't as cut-and-dry as the DA might like, especial- 
ly in a time of shrinking budgets. They did, after 
all.hand Stewart a k^. 
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Still. Stewart — as Sterrett 
himself explained to the District 
Attomey'sofBce in a long let- 
ter — has a history dtat beam 
looking into. Stewart has been 
sued over a dozen times in 
Philadelphia alone. In 2010, he 
was sued for alleged deed theft 
of a property m the 900 bkxh 
of West Huntingdon Street and 
sued again by one Delia Boykin, 
a woman claiming Stewart had 
tried torent the same place to 
her and bilked bar out of her 
$800 security d^msit A remark- 
ably similar claim was made 
the same year by rare Nicholas 
Jacquez.wbo also sued Stewart 
in lendlord/tenant court, claim- 
ing the latter hod stolen a $2, 250 
security dq>06it for the lease of 
another property. Another law- 
suit, filed by Bucks County cou- 
ple John and Robyn Catagnus, 
alleged Stewart had bilked them

they say. he failed to deliver on a 
construction project. In March, 
Stewart was charged (ximinally 
in Northumberland County 
for forging a $14,000 check to 
his own construction company.
